Butters Row reopening! 
April 30 or before? 


The Butters Row bridge is to be 
rebuilt, as soon as possible. It is con- 
fidently expected by State Rep. James 
Miceli that there will be access to 
Butters Row from Main Street by, or 
before, April 30. 

‘The April 30 date was requested by 
several residents of Butters Row in a 
petition presented to the Board of 
Selectmen last week. Town Manager 
Sterling Morris hopes that the date 
can be met, but he“is less confident 
than Miceli. 

Following a discussion with the con- 
tractor in the meeting of the Board of 
Water and Sewer Commissioners on 
Thursday evening, Chairman George 
Allan suggested that the approach to 
the bridge be restored, and the sewer 
work there be postponed until later in 
the year. 

The Town Manager agreed with 
Allan's idea, and called Miceli to set 
the wheels in motion. They scheduled 
a soil test for the next afternoon at the 
bridge. Miceli went to the D.P.W. 
headquarters on Friday, and Com- 
missioner Carroll and Chief Engineer 
Tierney sent out their engineers for 


the tests. 

In the group of engineers were Don 
Goldberg, Jan Sils and Kris 
Karanbelis. Goldberg is a soils con- 
sultant to the engineering firm of 
Whitman & Howard. Sills is a bridge 
engineer for the DPW and Karanbelis, 
is a maintenance engineer. Samples 
were taken of the soil beneath the 
bridge, the purpose being to analyze 
the disturbance that had taken place. 

It- was found that the soil had been 
disturbed, and it was also found that 
there was frozen soil. It will have to 
be replaced. After that there will be 
an inspection by DPW engineers and 
Mr. Goldberg and the bridge will be 
rebuilt. 

The present structure of the bridge 
will be maintained. There will be no 
widening or other change, at least at 
this time 

Miceli says that after the sewer 
project has been completed there will 
be a replacement of some timbers and 
planks to the Butters Row bridge, but 
again without making it wider than it 
is at the present time.

Asa Sheldon probably 
built the bridge 


The Butters Row bridge, which in 
the past week or so has been so much 
in the news was probably constructed 
by Asa Sheldon, a prominent 
Wilmington contractor of the pre- 


Civil War days in eastern 
Massachusetts, Mr. Sheldon called 
himself a “Wilmington farmer.” 


A native of Lynnfield, Sheldon settl- 
ed in Wilmington in the early years of 
the 19th century, and became a cofi- 
tractor who was adept at handling the 
fieldstones of New England 

When the Boston & Lowell Railroad 
was built, in 1834, it was planned to be 
a railroad without grade crossings. 
Only two grade crossings resulted. 
one in what is now Winchester Square 
and the other in West Medford. The 
Winchester grade crossing was 
eliminated about 20 years ago. 


Sheldon did extensive contracting, 
in the construction of railroad rights- 
of-way in Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire and Maine. He records, in 
his autobiography, some of his con- 
versations with Patrick Jackson, the 
president of the Boston & Lowell 
Railroad, and he records some of the 
work that he performed. 

$heldon built many of the bridges 
_-that‘crossed the early railroads, but in 
many instances, in the present day, 
proof cannot be absolutely certain. 

There is strong reason to believe 
that he constructed the Butters Row 
bridge 

His last days, during the Civil War, 
were spent in the farmhouse that 
overlooked the Butters Row bridge, 
the present day home of Stanley and 
George MAM Webber, of Main Street.

Produce merchant has no easy answers 


“Remember that old joke?...One per- 
son goes up to another and asks: “Do 
you feed your cat sour lemons?" 
When the other replies negatively, the 
first says, “Well, someone told me 
you-had a sour puss."” 

Well, that.could describe some days 
in the fruit and vegetable profession, 
and profession it is. You have to know 
when to buy or not to buy fruits and 
vegetables. Will your customers pay 
the extra freight demanded? Will 
your customers think it's worthwhile 
te pay the sum for their favorite 
produce” 

A dealer in fruits and vegetables, a 
produce merchant, has to be a fortune 
teller, or soothsayer when it comes to 
that business. 

John Migliozzi owns a fruit stand on 
Route 38 in Tewksbury. He has been 
there since 1960. He started out as an 
insurance man and used to visit the 
stand because he had a client there. 
‘There were days when discussion 
turned to sale of the stand, and did 
John know of anyone who would be in- 
terested....John posed the pros and 
cons of the subject and began to be in- 
terested himself. 

& He had a friend, Tony Cron 

= whom he had worked in the insurance 
E profession and together they discuss- 
E ed the situation. Then John made the 
E move which, at one time or another, 
= weall make ina lifetime. He discuss- 
i ed it with family and purchased the 
c 


with 


stand, but not before there was a six 
months’ agreement that he would be 
“broken in" as a partner on the job. 
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He didn’t want to enter this highly 
competitive business like an innocent 
lamb led to slaughter. He learned the 
ins and outs, he took trips to the 
market, learned to ‘feel’ the 
vegetables he would be purchasing 
learned how much to buy so that-his 
customers would not have to pay over 
their usual prices, or not take any ex- 
pensive fruits or vegetables back to 
the stand. Why buy it if your 
customers wouldn't? 

John is up at 4 a.m. to start 
preparations for his 5 a.m. daily trip 
to the huge market on the Everett- 
Chelsea line. A hub-bub of activity 
and excitement is in the air as one ap- 
proaches the site. Trucks and all 
kinds of vehicles dot the platforms as 
each driver tries to find a spot so that 
he can begin his financial dealings. 

The usual step is to find a parking 
area, then greet a few of the dealers. 
Each stand may have one item, such 
as bananas, or tomatoes, or may have 
several items, but the usual greeting, 
the family discussions, then the cup of 
coffee. Usually there are other stand 
operators to discliss the prices of the 
various produce. If the customer can 
get bleary eyed being a customer at a 
stand, they they should view the buyer 
at these areas who, is a customer in 
another sense of the word. 

When we parked our truck, after the 
usual greetings and introductions 
there were a lot of Tony's, Nicks, 
Sals, juniors and seniors, and pictures 
dotted over the walls - it was time to 
talk to the dealers. John would ap-

Busy week for 
Rep. Jay Gaffney 


Tewksbury State Represen- 
tative Jay Gaffney concluded 
a busy week at the State 
House - a week which saw ac- 
tlon taken on four legislative 
measures authored by the se- 
cond term Independent. 

On April 10, Mr. Gaffney 
and other co-sponsors 
successfully debated House 
Bill 1883. If enacted into law, 
this bill would place the 
Governor's Cabinet under the 
Open Meeting law. During the 
debate, Mr. Gaffney stressed 
that the state compelled all 
municipal boards and com: 
missions to comply with this 
law, and that It was inconsis- 
tent and hypocritical for 
agences at higher levels of 
government to exempt 
themselves. Gaffney said he 
saw no justification for the 
Governor's Cabinet to conduct 
its meet in secret. 

Mr. Gaffney indicated that 
he is also supporting a similar 
bill aimed at placing the 
Legislature under the open 
meeting law. The Gaffney bill 
was substituted for an adverse 
committee report on a roll 
call vote of 156 to 65.

the Boston area. Why? Because they 
were commanding a higher price in 
the New York market. So, of course, 
where would you sent your produce or 
fruits? 

Canteloupe was high; Arizona was 
sending in her first watermelon, but 
prices were too high for most produce 
men to buy. Their profits would be nil 
if they bought some of the goods. 

I met an interesting man, Sam 
Goldstein. He could talk all day about 
bananas. Did you know, he asked me, 
that 75 per cent of bananas came from 
Equador? Or that we import most of 
ours from Honduras, Or that Japan is 
a strong competitor for our fruits? 
They have a ‘sweet’ tooth for 
bananas and are outbidding us for 
these and other produce? 

Bananas are stored in great bins, 
with a temperature of 56 to 66 
degrees. Each bin is for a day's 
banana supply and if sales are immi- 
nent they can increase the 
temperators so that bananas can 
ripen earlier for moving 

While sitting in John’s truck 
waiting for him to load part of it, I 
was amazed to see trucks from all 
over New England entering and leav- 
ing. There were the usual trucks from 
every chain in the area. It turns out, 
he mentioned, that this area was the 
center for New England 

Again to Japan. They import a lot 
of produce from California. This 
means that the New England area 
does not get as much. Japan is willing 
to pay a higher price, so we suffer

Brian Hurley, Art 
Sugrue, Bill Liston, Mike Moon, and 
JV star of the day Kevin Brander (he 
came prepared to grab) manned ‘The 
Cave" Monday night, but generally 
they were too busy eating to get too in- 
volved in the fining process as 
directed by Richards.

This club that reminds me of those 
fun-loving days in the treehouse when 
a slight slip meant a fine, is 
Wilmington's answer. Gillis has it 
well organized with Steve Woods the 
vice president, Billy Blaisdell the 
secretary, Foster the treasurer, Andy 
LaFave the Sergeant-at-Arms (his 
duties were a bit unclear to me) and 
Rich Scanlon the perfect Chaplain off 
his eloquence of Monday night, 

While another club in the MVC that 
shall, remain nameless bickers among 
theniselves and appears confused at 
the start of the season - Wilmington 
has its act together with a small boost 
from this weckly get-together that 
helps keep things from getting too 
heavy. As Gillis says - when he gets 
between the lines it’s a winning 
proposition - but when the game is 
over it’s time for relaxing as you 
watch ‘The Cave" attack a dozen piz- 
za pies. .

It is not in the luck of many people 

to reach the age of 85. That is 15 years 

the alloted threescore and 10. 
Rusty Brabant of North Wilmington is 
such a man. He just celebrated his 
85th and he had a real party, a sur- 
prise party. Rusty, it can be said, 
took an active part in that party, and 
incidently, his name is Aristides. 

‘Do you. want to know about the old 
ice houses that used to be between 
Grove Avenue and Silver Lake, in the 
area where the town of Wilmington 
now has a bathing beach? Rusty can 
tell you about them. Not that he work- 
ed there, but he fished there, 

It was 75 years ago that he and his 
brother Dave caught a huge big mouth 
bass, from the end of the ice company 
pier. The pier used to go out into the 
water, and no one was supposed to go 
on it, for there was a real element of 
danger, from the deep water. 

Rusty and -Davd would trot down 
from North Wilmington and go 
fishing, and one day they caught that 
great big bass. They started home 
with it, but a man stopped them and 
offered a quarter for the bass. Rusty 
and Dave accepted on the spot. 
Probably that man took the bass into 
Charlestown or some place, and regal- 
ed his companions on how he caught 
that bass. 

Rusty and Dave had a quarter, and 
that, to them was important, for 
money was not exactly easy to get, in 
those days. 

Rusty can also tell, if he chooses, 
how he and Dave would go fishing in 
Lubbers Brook, somewhere near 
‘where Corum Meadows is today. 

Fish in Lubbers Brook? There 
jaren’t any! 

+ Dave and Rusty used to bring home 
tbags full of fish - eels to be exact. 
"hey had eel catching down to a 
‘science, and their mother knew a lot 
‘of secrets on preparing eels for the 
table. 

"The two boys would go out into the 
garden and dig earthworms. Then, 
with a thread and needle, they would 
string those worms together, and 
make a ball of them - about an inch or 
so in diameter. 

‘That was the first step. The second, 
if it was successful, was also a two- 
boy operation. 

Rusty might be handling the pole, 
and Dave taking care of the eels as 
they were caught - or maybe it was 
the other way around, but one boy had 
to be prompt and ready to take those 
eels up quickly, and put them in a 
grain bag, where the eels would be im- 
prisoned. To put an eel in a bucket or 
such was to lose it, for it would quick- 
ly slither away and back into the 
brook. 

Sunset was the best time. The boy 
with the pole would have a ball of 
worms, literally, on the string, It 
would blob into the water, and an eel 
would swallow the worms. They Rus- 
ty, or Dave, would wer jerk the

line, and lift the eel from the water. 
The eel would bounce on the ground, 
behind the fishermen, and his brother 
would pounce on it, and just pull that 
bunch of worms out of the eel’s 
mouth. Back into the water would go 
those worms, for another eel. No 
hooks were used. 

It was nothing for Rusty and Dave 
to take back 50.or 60 eels, from an 
evening's fishing. 

Of course, it wasn't all just fishing 
for Rusty Brabant. From the time he 
was about 16 to the time he wa 
7, it was work. At that age, 
ago, Rusty announced that he was go- 
ing fishing again - and he did. 


Rusty still lives within a few hun- 
dred feet of where he -was born, in 
North Wilmington near the 
‘Tewksbury line. He is an 85 year resi- 
dent of that area. 

If the reader cannot get Rusty to 
talk about his early fishing days of 
Wilmington, possibly he may get the 
conversation to be about Caleb 
Harriman. 

Caleb was a well-known man, in his 
day. He started the fire department, 
and the water department, and every 
spring he had all the Frenchmen, as 
they were called up on his farm, plan- 
ting potatoes, In the fall they would 
dig those potatoes, and take them 
home. The Frenchmen came from 
the Harriman Tannery, where they 
were employed. 

Rusty worked for 33 years in that 
tannery - and for seven in another, the 
Lord Tannery of Woburn. It was dur- 
ing those years, during the depression 
and all, that unionism came to the 
tannery, and that Rusty became the 
union agent - the shop steward, as it 
was called. 

‘The leather workers of America 
were a big union, and the head of that 
union was a known Communist. Rus- 
ty would go to the annual convention, 
and sometimes it was as far away as 
San Francisco. He didn't care for a 
communist head pf the union, but Rus- 
ty always found him to be an honest 
man. 

Rusty was a tough man. He had to 
be, to work in a tannery, and to be 
shop steward. 

‘Caleb was a tough man. He had to 
be, to run the tannery, especially in 
those hard days of the depression. 

‘The surprising thing was that these 
two men always got along well. They 
were both men of their word. Each 
respected the other. Caleb would 
argue, yes, but he would keep his word 
too. 


After Caleb passed on Rusty could 
see the handwriting on the wall. He 
left the tannery and started a taxi 
business, in North Wilmington. 

When he approached the age of 75 he 
decided he had had enough. He sold 
‘ais business, and announced to the 
world that he was again going to go 
fishing.
